POLITICAL GENERAL 
The T4j-ul-Akhbdr of the 30th September writes that for 
some time there has been an impression that the object of the 
Europeans in India is to ruin the people, particularly the 
R&jas and Rais, and that they are anxious to confiscate their 
lands, &., and are only waiting their opportunity. The editor 
hopes that such may not be their real object, and says that 
Europeans should act towards natives as the physicians do 
towards their patients. The Europeans boast of being 
educated and civilized, and say that the natives are 
not so, They also boast of possessing good qualities; since 
they boast of these, then the popular impression of the object 
of the Europeans towards the natives must be erroneous. After 
careful consideration the editor says that the object of the 
British Government in India is neither for the benefit of the 
people nor the reverse ; but there is one thing the Europeans 
do, and that is, they do not allow Native States to oppress 
one another, or in any manner to interfere with their 
neighbours. 
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The Rokilkkand Akhbdr of the 9th October writes that 
Europe is in a dangerous state at present, and that three powers 
have combined and entered into a friendly treaty, but no one 
seems to be aware of their object. Should war be declared 
what will be the position of England? She has undertaken 
to defend many petty states, and has also to protect her. colo- 
nies. Meanwhile no troops can be spared from Hindustén, 
as there is an enemy close at hand, and if he once gains any 
advantage it will be very difficult for ‘the English to put 
their foot in Asia again. If England should have the misfor- 
tune to declare war with some other power in Europe ; then 
she will either have to invade soimd country or will be i- 
vaded herself. The editor wishes to know whether En gland has 
got such an army that she can successfully declare war with 
‘some other Eurdpean Power ; the editor thinks she has not ; 
and says that if the Secretary of War says the contrary his 
statement is entirely 1 false. The English army is not strong 


enough, and if war is really declared she will have to hide 
her face, for she really ¢ can do nothing: 


-CABUL AN D CENTRAL ASIAN AFFAIRS. 


The Matla-i- Nev of October 5th writes that from an article 
in the London Times it appears that the Russians are. prepar- 
ing an army for the purpose of invading Merv and the 
adjoining states. This should be a subject for the serious 
consideration of Govern ment, Lord Derby in a speech in the 
house of Commons said, that should the Russians approach 
‘Af ghanistin, the British Government then could ‘not help but 
interfere. The moment the Russians reach the Afghan frontier 
they are sure to invade that country $ therefore it is better that 
they should be ‘prevented from coming too close to the frontier. 


‘Herat is less than 150 miles ‘from Me erv, therefore, for some 
tine ‘past the papers have been calling ‘on the British Gov- 
‘ernmént to despatch and keep an army at that‘place. “If the 
‘Russians ‘are ‘at Merv, which, from all appearance it seems 1s 
the case, the Briti sh Government should not delay-any longer 
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in.sending an army to Herat. When the Rasei ans in tend 
declaring war they will simply i Afghanis- 
tin; and when they. do this, war is certain, “The Russians 
will, learn full particulars of Afghanistén | and Hindustan when 
they,arriye 3t Merv. The Editor advises the British Govern- 
-ment,to warn the Russians not to advange any ‘farther. than 
Merv, but, to remain there. 


‘The Patidla Akhbdr of the 4th October writes that cor- 
respondence ‘is being carried on between the Government of 
‘Russia and Turkey on the subject of the Kashgar envoy. 
‘The editor says that he always feared that the Kashgar Gov- 


ernment would involve the Turkish Government -in diffi- 
culties. 


The Oudh. Akibér of the Sth October, writes that in thege

The Oudh Akhbér. of the: 40th, October says. that there js 

no: doubt thatthe Russians have captured, Morv,, and that, the 

Russians will.constrain the Afghén. Rais and compel. fig to 

-side -with them. ll disaffected subjects of the Amir, will 

go and collect at Herat. The Amfr of Cabnl and -the Bri- 
tish Government are friends, but the Afghan cad who are wy 
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not on friendly terms with the Amir, will never wish the 
Amir to receive any aid from the British Government ; they 
will be more inclined to join and side with the Russians than 
with him. For these very reasons Sir Henry Rawlinson 
recommended that as soon as the Russians captured Merv the 
British Government should despatch an army to Herat and 
keep a strong garrison there. The editor says he cannot say 
if the Amir of C4bul will agree to this or not. Many persons 
are of opinion that as Merv is within Russian territory the 
despatch of. British troops to Herat may be postponed for the 
present, and that if British troops are stationed at Herat, 
there will be great trouble and inconvenience. Perhaps 
the Amir of CAbul will not consent to the British Govern- 
ment doing this, and if he disagrees he will no doubt ask 
for assistance from the Russians. There are serious troubles 
before us; the Russians being at Merv is dangerous to Herat, 
and the Turcomans, who are at enmity with the Russians, will 
no doubt come to Afghanist4én and fight them, and then if the 
Amir of Cébul tries to prevent them from doing so they 
will not listen ; whereby the treaty will be violated and the 
Russians will capture Afghanistén. Those who say that there 
is nothing to be feared from the Russians are wrong and mis- 
taken. 

The Akhbér-i-Anjuman-t-Panjdb of the 8th October says 
that the Amir of Kashgar has offended the Russians by 
entering into a treaty with the British Government, asking 
for assistance from the Sultan of Turkey. 


The Koh-i-Ner of the 9th October writes that a Russian 
agent has arrived at CAbul, and that he is a Turooman, and 
has been sent by the ‘Russian Governor to the Amir of 
Cabul to settle some state affairs, Others write that the Rus- 
sians want the Amir to allow them to pass through his terri- 


tory (Afghanistén) to invade Hind ustan, and that the British 
Government have been informed of. th

The Akhbdr-i- Alam of the 7th October writes that several 
papers have been lately writing about the Niz4m’s refusing to 
go to Bombay to meet His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales, and that'they say “should the Nizm not go he will 
suffer by it.”” The editor wishes to know how, if he refuses to 
go, the Niz&m will “ suffer.” Will the Government of India 
abuse him, or call him bad, or confiscate some of his territo- 
ries, or fine him, or deprive him entirely of his territory, or 
will he be kept a prisoner? If so, for what time, for life or 
what? Will he be kept in India or transported out of it? Will 
the imprisonment be with or without hard labor? From all, 
it is clear that the Princes and rulers of states are sent for 
by force and against their will; and should they not attend 
they will, like criminals, be punished for soutenngt for dis- 
obeying a summons. 


The editor concludes by saying that if this j is the manner 
they are to be treated, then what Indian ruler will be pleased 
at the Prince of Wales’ visit to India.

The Aligarh Institute Gazette of the 8th October atihen 
to know what should be given in return by the Prince of — 
Wales to those who will make presents to him, and says that 
he is certain the Prince will not be able to make suitable pre- 
sents in return as he should, according to his high rank in the 
world: Such presents as watches, guns and swords will do 
more harm than good, and will be looked upon with contempt. 
The only suitable presents that could be made are landed es- 
tates to the chiefs who have done good service to the British 
Governinent, Berar should be restored to the Nizam of Hai- 
darabad and the salutes of RAjas be increased. 


The Oudh Akhbdy of the 18th October, writing of the 
presents which the Prince of Wales is said to be preparing for 
the Indian Chiefs, notices that among other things His Royal 
Highness is having hog-skin cigar cases and shot belts made.

The ‘Ride-ul-Akhbér of the 1st October recommends’ the 
native army to get up a subscription of five hundred rupees 
or more from every regiment, to give the Prince a grand 
military entertainment at Delhi, and show their loyalty. — 

ADMINISTRATIVE GENERAL. 


The Rohilkhand Akhbdr of the 6th October writes that 
every sensible man is fully aware that the object of the 
British Government in India is to allow its-subjects to live in 
peace and todiffuse knowledge and education among the people 
of India, so-that the country may prosper. The taxes that are 
levied are not uselessly spent ‘by the-Government: of India, 
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as by former kings; but'it is apparent to all that the Policg 
chaukidars and the muharrirs of the Magistrates’ and Judges’ 

Courts oppress the people a great deal, and it is very difficult 
for the Europeans to detect these people in the very act. The 
chief cause of this is the bribery and corruption which is 
earried on. Theré is one way by which this crying evil may 
be remedied, and that is, by forming a society of respectable 
natives to prevent bribery and corruption in all the Courts ; 
all charges ‘of bribery and ‘corruption being ee over to 
this society for inquiry and disposal.

. The Lawrence Gazette of the 5th October points out that 
patwaris appointed in the villages for the purpose of survey- 
ing, &c., after serving for over 20 years are sent adrift in 
their old age to starve without any pension; and calls upon 


Government to take their case into its favorable : considera- 
tion. 


_-. The Meerut Gazette of the 9th October writes that the 
North-Western Provinces’ Police are to be remodelled very 
soon. The editor is of opinion that the present organization 
of the Police is very bad, and that the Police should'be entirely 


in the hands of the Magistrates of the districts, and ays that 
if this is done every one will be satisfied. 


~The Akhbér-i- Alam of the 7th. October writes that the 
arrangements of the Jails are very good, but that there is one 
‘grievance which is felt much by the prisoners, viz.,—if a 
‘prisoner happens to be addicted to opium he is not allowed 
any in Jail, and the result in most cases is, that the prisoner 
‘dies. If it is intended by the Government that prisoners 
‘should be made to suffer while in Jail, then no sick should 


‘Teceive any medicine. The editor calls upon Govern ment to 
issue orders on this subject. 


The Benares Akhbédr of the.7th October writes that Court 
Officials make the servants: of. the Court (peons, d&c., .do 
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their private work. The editor calls upon local authorities to 
put a stop to this practice. 


The Neér-i- Afshdn of the 7th October writes that the Gov- 
ernment introduced the Court Fee Stamp as a convenience 
to the public, but it regrets to say that it has entirely failed in 
the object for which it was introduced, as it is of no conve- 
nience to the public. 


The Mahar Darakhshén of the 29th September wishes to 
know the reason why, with all the sanitary precautions and 
cleanliness there is more sickness in these days than formerly, 
when all such things were entirely neglected. The principal 
cause of all this is, that it is the will of God, as nothing hap- 
pens without his will. When the evil deeds of the Hindts 
began to increase then God placed a Muhammadan king over 
them, and when both the Hindds and Muhammadans began 
their career of vice and debauchery, God placed the Europeans 
over’them ; and now, as the evil deeds of the three tribes, i. e., 


Hindas, Muhammadans and Europeans are on the increase, 
God is therefore visiting the country with famines, sickness, 


éc. 


The Aligarh Institute Gazette of the 1st October, quoting a 
correspondent, says that, notwithstanding the immense amount 
that is spent for the prevention of crime by the British Gov- 
ernment of India, crime seem to be on the increase. The 
editor concurs in the above, but differs from its correspon- 
dent when he says that those who are criminals by profes- 
sion do not fear the present jail discipline, and that more 
severity should be shown. The correspondent goes on to say 
that very often the guilty escape, and the innocent are punish- 
ed. The editor concurs in this, and attributes it entirely to 
the pulice. The editor approves of the prisoners being taught 
trades and professions while in jail, as this is the cause of 
many reforming after leaving the prison. ee 

The Guide of India of the 9th October writes that under 
the new judicial rules. in the Panjab, the Local Government 
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has invested munsifs with: the. full powers -of a tahsildar ia 
all civil cases, and says ‘that the Local ‘Government should be 
on the look out and see how many cases are filed, because 
Jitigation has, increased considerably, and false and fraudulent 
suits for debts are on the. increase. . If the munsifs are 
-erushed with heavy work, they will be unable, to give their 
‘serious attention to the suits before them, ~ Those munsif 
who were formerly tahsildars, and as such, invested with cri- 
minal powers, should have them taken away, aa it is not pru- 
dent to invest raunsifs with such or any criminal powers. 


‘The same paper says that the Pioneer, after writing al 
dt could against the admission of natives to the Covenanted 
Civil Service, now says, that when natives are admitted into 
the service, they should receive -a:third of the salary the 
Europeans draw. Hven if the recommendation of the Pioneer 
is attended te the natives will still -be-the gainers, and then 
the best thing the Government. could, do, is te turn ont all 
the Europeans from the Civil Service. and engage natives on 
one-third of their salaries, The editor of the Pioneer should 
at once be made a Member of Parliament, to enable him to 

| have a bill passed that all appointments be filled by natives. 


The Koh-i-Nur of the 9th October writes that ‘baniyas 
saffer‘a great deal by being compelled to supply provisions 
‘to troops at fixed rates. Such conduct is most unjust and 
oppressive, and it cannot be said that the old ‘practice of the 
native kings is not kept up under the British raj. The 
principal reason why the above is written is, that as the 
Prince of Wales is coming out, the people of the country will

RAILWAY AND POST OFFICE.
